Growth and Future of Pacific 
_ Commerce Reviewed

SAN FRANCISCO, March 4.— 
Latin America, the Philippines and 
Mexico joined tonight at a dinner 
meeting of the delegates of the 
Pacific Foreign Trade Council to 


tell the exporters and importers of 
the United States wherein they 
meet the demands made upon 
them and wherein they fafl to 
| make the most of their opportuni- 
er 

Secretary of Commerce Hoover 
has discouraged the efforts of Bra- 
zil to place coffee loans in the 
United States, EB. A. Kahl of W. R. 
Grace & Co., of San Francisco and 
New York, told the meeting, due 
to his fear that the funds thus 
made available would be used for 
market manipula‘ ion. 

“Each time these loan questions 
have arisen, Europe, in spite of 
disapproval here, has given Brazil 
the financial aid required without 
being particularly squeamish about 
looking into the final purpose of 
the loan in question,” he said. 


FINANCING WITHDRAWN 
“The world’s consumption 
coffee during the past few years 
has averaged 21,000,000 a 
year, of which the United States 
absorbs approximately one-half. 
Yet, the producing countries main- 
ly interesting to us, Brazil and the 
Central American republics, have 
not remained under the influence 
of American financing. San Fran- 
cisco financed Central American 
1915 and 1920, 
putting the Europeans in the back- 
ground, but this financial support 
to a great extent has been with- 

drawn. 
“Our business with the Central

Business with Latin America is 
at a very critical stage today. 
Business with Jatin-America is 


largely a question of sentiment and 
diplomacy, and our commercial 
relations with Brazil and the Cen- 
tral Amerjcan countries can never 
be brought to the most advantage- 
ous point without our being their 
financial sponsors.” 

Baidomero A. Almada, assietant 
commercial attache to the Mexi- 
can Embassy at Washington, with 
headquarters here, told the meet- 
ing that only 20 per cent of the 
population of Mexico is using for- 
eign products, “although the per- 
centage is increasing.”

RICE SAFE CROP 

The Philippines would like to 
enter rubber cultivation on a 
large ecale and throw it on the 
side of those opposing British 
monopoly, Abdon Llorente, Philip- 
pine’s commercial attache, told 
the meeting. But rice is a sure 
crop in the islands from a market 
and price standpoint, while rubber 
is highly speculative, he said. 

“The problem of rubber culture 
in the Philippines is intensified by 
the fact that the labor supply of 
the Philippines is notoriously 
scarce,” he said. “There are 15,- 
000,000 acres of suitable land, but 
ite cultivation cannot be under- 
taken now. The only § solution 
would be to all a qualified Chi- 
nese immigrati into the Philip, 
espcclialiy those with suffi- 
cient experience in rubber cul- 
ture.” .

HARGE LIQUOR 
FARE IN JAIL 


Flagrant Abuses Iaid to 
Head of Prison in 
New Orleans 

«(BY A NIGHT WIRE) 

NEW ORLEANS, March 4. 
Allowing prisoners to bet on 
horse races, furnishing them 
with liquor and entertainers, 
and letting them leave the 
prison without guards are 
some of the charges Federal * 
authorities are investigating 
today against Superintendent 
Maurice Picheloup, and two 
attaches of the house of de- 
tention here. 

Government agents who 
filed the charges said they 
watched the jail for a num- 
ber of months and found the 
inmates had paid large sums 
for privileges. They described 
the case as “more flagrant 
than the Terry Druggan af- 
fair in Chicago. a 
cents a word to Mantila or Tokio 
and 29 cents to Shanghal. 

“The British cable between Van- 
couver and Australia,” the report 
pointed out, “the same distance as 
bevween San Fvancisvco und Man- 
nila, tranemite news for 6 cents 
aword.

Our exchange of news 
with the Philippines is still de- 
pendent on the use of navy radio 
facilities at a 6-cents-a-word rate 
under a Congressional resolution. 

“Alaska depends for trunsmission 
of commercial messages and news 
on the co-operatives army and 
navy services. Samoa, the Virgin 
Islands and to some extent’ the 
Panama Canal Zone depend on 
navy radio.” 

The report recommended that 
the communication companies be 
compelled to grant a low rate for 
news as a condition of their fran- 
chise. 


Now is the time to “kick old 
General Apathy out of American 
commerce” and set up free trade 
zones tn ports of the Pacific Coast 
as stabilizers and boons to mari- 
time intercourse, C. J. Colden, Los 
Angeles Councilman, told the 
Foreign Trade Council. The 
speaker Was former president of 
the Los Angeles Harbor Commis- 
sion. 

Free trade zones, he explained, 
were areas set aside comparable to 
a public market, where the pro- 
ducers over the earth might store 
and exhibit their wares. There al- 
so they could barter, repack, mix 
and blend, refine or manufacture 
or etore their stuff temporarily 
free of customs duties. Only when 
articles passed from the zone into 
America proper would import lev- 
les have to be paid, while if they 
were reshipped foreign, no duty 
would be imposed. 


ZONES SUCCESSFUD 


Buch zones have proved success- 
ful in many instances outside the 
United States, Colden said, citing 
Hamburg as an outstanding world- 
wide market place. There ship- 
ping is attracted from over the 
giobe and “industrial enterprise 
has thrived because of the advan- 
tage in the purchase of raw ma- 
terials, enabling Hamburg to com- 
pete in the markets of the world.” 

Action looking to American 
zones was taken by the Merchants’ 
Association of New York as far 
back as 1914; the United States 
Tariff Commission once favorably 
discussed the plan: the United 
Btates Chamber of Commerce once 
indorsed sich legislation, and Sen- 
ator Jones once introduced such a 
bill, They came to nothing, Col- 
den said, largely because of the 
tremendous demand for necessities 
in the home market depleted by 
war. 


WILL INCREASE ORDERS 


“Now the time is propitious for 
the zones, ag the national market 
is reaching a point of saturation 
and we must extend and expand 
our trade into foreign markets. 
Pacific ports now are served with 
almost ideal transportation facilli- 
ties to and from all parts of the 
world, but it is debatable how long 
this condition will continue unless 
means are found permanently to 
sustain the services now existing,” 
Mr. Colden said. 

Free from ‘customs regulation 
and expense, importers, Colden 
said, would increase their orders 
and store a surplus for future de- 
mands or for exportation.

|BILL PROPOSES 
NEW LAND PLAN 


Settlement Measure to be 
Introduced Today 


Experiment Tried by Several 
Foreign Governments _ 


Revised Reclamation Policy 
Contemplated in Proposal 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

- WASHINGTON, March 4. — A 
new experiment in land settlement 
designed to aid the Federal gov- 
ernment in establishing a revised 
reclamation policy is contemplated 
in a bill to be introduced in the 
Senate tomorrow by Senator Smoot 
of Utah or Senator McNary of Ore- 
gon. 

The measure, which proposes to 
commit the government to an ex- 
periment in land settlement 
udopted by several foreign govern- 
ments, including Great Britain, 
France, Norway, Sweden, Denmark 
and Italy, calls for an appropria- 
tion of $600,000 to be spent tn ajd- 
ing settlers to develop and oper- 
ate two settlement units of not 
less than 100 farms and ten frac- 
tional farm allotments 

Each settler permitted to ob- 
tain the advaptages of this plan 
must be able himself to pay 40 
per cent of the initial cost of «a 
house, necessary outbuildings and 
stock, the government advancing 
60 per cent of the remainder up 
to $3000. Each settler must be 
able to show that he has had a 
minimum of one year in practical 
farming. 

SEEK PERMANENT PROGRAM 

Should this measure be ap- 
proved by Congress and receive the 
indorsement of the President, it 
will be made the basis of opera- 
tions by the Bureay of Reclama- 
tion designed to find a way out 
of the present difficulties of the 
reclamatio™, service and provide an 
efficient method by which the bu- 
reau can administer a permanent 
reclamation program. 

The farms to be operated tn the 
experimental units’ are not to ex- 
ceed 160 acres, and the “fractional 
farm allotments” are not to ex- 
ceed five acres and are to be pro- 
vided for laborers employed on 
the larger farms or for those en- 
gaged in other occupations. 

Each entryman wil, ve required 
to maintain his actual residence on 
the lund for at least seven months 
in each year uriil the farme are 

paid for in regular -installments, 
with interest at 4 per cent. 


DISCUSS PLANS 

This proposed experiment has 
been suggested following confer- 
ences between the Secretary of the 
Juterior, Dr. Elwood Mead, com- 
missioner of reclamation, and va- 
rious Western States’ Senators. 

From the standpoint of the mem- 
bers of the Senate the bill ts pro- 
posed to overcome the present in- 
ability of a major portion of the 
reclamation States, under their 
constitutions, to take udvantage of 
the Federal law ~providing for 
State aid for reclamation proj- 
ects. The proposal is not entire- 
ly hew, as it was presented in sub- 
stantinfly the same form last ses- 
sin by Senator Kindrick of Wyom- 
ing, ard was opposed at the time 
by some of the Senators who now 
appear willing to support it.

Mr. Riley, whose department is 
charged with the enforcement of 
the inheritance tax law of Cali- 
fornia, asserts the new law will 
absolutely make impossible the es- 
tablishment of so-called “isles of 
safety for millionaires.” 

“But little attention has been 
paid to the Inheritance tax pro- 
vision of the new Federal law be- 
cause of the contest that arose be- 
tween the House of Representatives 
and the Senate over many of the 
items of the bill and because of 
the large size of the gross reduc- 
tions,” Mr. Riley says, “but the in- 


heritance tax section is of great 
interest. 
“The grand gesture made by 


Florida in writing into its consti- 
tution a section preventing the 
State from imposing an inheri- 
tance tax has been made futile 
by the inheritance-tax provision of 
the new Federal law.

Market Seems to Favor 
Longs But Bulges Fail to 
Spur New Buying 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH] 
NEW YORK, March 4.—After 
opening up-about 10 to 18 points 
on better Liverpool cables’ than 


due, and broader demand for spot 
cotton in the South, as evidenced 
by yesterday's sales of 27,000 bales, 
and the advance in prices on prin- 
cipal spot market there ranging 
from 15 to 30 points, considerable 
profit-taking and some selling by 
large spot houses, the South and 
local traders, sent prices off to a 
few points below yesterday's clos- 
ing quotations. 

On the extreme advance the 
market showed a net gain of about 
14 to 16 points, with March eell- 
ing then at 19.26 cents: May 18.71 
cents; July 19.05 cents: October 
17.39 cents, and December 17.10 
cents. The lows on the day were 
March 19.11 cents: May 18.52 
cents; July 18.05 cents: October 
17.22° cents, and December 16.90 
cents. 

While sentiment seemed more 
friendly to the long side, based 
chiefly on the oversold condition, 
the rallies did not seem to bring 
in any new responsive buying of 
importance. 

Most traders and commission 
houses, together with large spot 
interests, were more inclined to sell 
on the buiges. The firmer stock 
market had no stimulating influ- 
ence on cotton prices. The re- 
duced acreage figures also failed 
to create any renewed bullish ac- 
tivity. 

Some close observers of weather 
conditions were predicting a wet 
spell, which they thought might 
bring in some fresh buying sup- 
port, particularly in the new crop 
months.

BEAR MARKET ANOMALOUS 


Unprecedented Rush of Selling in Face of Sound 


Trade Conditions in Country Topic.of Comment

ALKED TO DEATH 
While a little clique of irreconcilabies, 
supported by a press of at times doubtful 
loyalty, have been denouncing the use of 
the cloture to force a vote on the World 
Court resolution, public epinion on the oth- 
er side of the Atlantic has taken to the 
idea as @ distinct reform in parliamentary 
procedure. The English press recommends 
it to the attention of Parliament: and «a 
committee of the French Parliament is al- 
ready at work drafting rules for the tim!- 
tation of debate something on the Amer- 
ican plan. 
The filibuster is In general disfavor. It 
is held to be unfair to permit a minority 


ro ito impede and delay legislation favored by 


the majority, and at times actually to de 
feet measures, endless converta- 
tics. Majority rule is the fundamental 
principle of parliamentary government; 
and aught that tends to prevent the free 
expression of that will is contrary to pub- 
lic polity. 

With their volatile Latin spirits, prone 
to exaggeration and extravagance, the 
| French are now inclined to carry the prin- 

ciple of the cloture into all parliamentary 
discussions. They have tired of the weart. 
some speeches of their legislators, grown 
disgusted with the waste of useful time 
by very useless persons; and they now 
propose that no spegker shall be permit- 
ted to consume more than an hour ig sup 
porting or opposing any legislative meas- 


ure. 

Under the limits drawn by the Commit 
tee of Rules of the French Chamber each 
political group shal] select one of itg lead- 
ers to express its views, and no orator will 
be permitted to talk for more than an 
hour. Independents are to be limited to 
fifteen minutes; speeches in explanation 
of a vote are limited to five minutes; and 
only three minutes are alloted to those 
who wish to interrupt an orator with a 
few observati6ns of their own. 

Im order to enforce these limits a time 
clock ig to be installed and the automatic 
ringing of a bel] wil] silence the speaker 
when his time has expired. 

In advocating such procedyre it is point- 
ed out that this should limit parliamentary 
eloquence to those who really have some- 
thing to say and can say it concretely 
without useless waste of words and time. 
Under such rules it is held that much bet- 
ter progress can be made with urgent busi- 
ness, that sessions can be considerably 
shortened and the cost of the legislative 
department correspondingly decreased. 

Those who have attended the sessions of 
legislative bodies over a number of years 
attest that only on extremely rare occa- 
siong have they seen a vote changed on 
an important measure by discussion on the 
floor of the chamber. It is generally the 
case that the most important issues are 
campeign measures. The opinion of the 
members is expressed in platform speeches 
and their votes are practically pledged 
when they take their seats, 

It is im the committee rooms that dif- 
fefences of opinion are composed and that 


the measures sre formed. When the 
tion comes before the chamber in public 
debate it can well be likened to the per- 
formance of a play that bas already been 
written and rehearsed in committee meet- 
ings and party councils. The reasons 
given for favoring or opposing a bill are 
very often only. pretexts;. for the hidden 
causes are seldom exposed to the public. 

Why so much unnecessary time should 
be consumed in these public performances 
is something of a mystery; for; in the last 
analysis, it is not what a member says 
but how he votes that counts. The Con 

1] Record is a vast accumulation 
of trivialties. The only thing really im- 
portant is the wording of the bill or reso 
lution and the record of the vote cast. 
How a member voted is of vastly more 
importance than why he voted. 

Limitation of debate through agreement 
of the different party leaders is 9 well- 
recognized procedure in Congress. At one 
time it worked effectually. But the or- 
ganization of filibuster after filibuster ‘in 
the American Genate rendered the more 
frequent use of the cloture necessary in 
order that urgent business could be expe 
dited. The filibuster against the World 
Court lasted for three years. Two-thirds 
of the Senators favored membership, but 
the minority would talk for hours and 
days, until the majority would agree to 
table the resolution and turn to otber busi- 
ness. 

Wherever there is parliamentary gov- 
ernment the public has grown weary of 
extended debates; Gnd the present trend is 
\to adopt stringent rules which will make 
it impossible for stubborn, malicious and 
stupid minorities to block 
through their favorite practice of talking 
a bill to death.

Finds in Favor of Widow of 

Victim 
“Act of God” Fails as a Valid 
Defense 


[EXCLUSTVE DISPATCH) 


SANTA BARBARA, March 4-— 


A @Gecision of far-reaching effect 
_ was given by the State Industrial 
Accident Commission today in a 


ruling holding the cwner of a 
building or the insurer responsible 
for the death of an employee from 
earthquake cause. 

The ruling was given in the pe- 
tition of the widow and children 
of Luisa Mosteiro against the own- 
ers of the San Marcos RBullding 
and the London Guarantee and 
Accident Company for compensa- 
tion for the death of her husband, 
Secismundo Mosteiro, engineer of 
the San Marcos Building, on June 
279, 1925. 

While holding that an earth- 
quake is an act of God, the com- 
mission, through John A. McGil- 
vary and J. E. Olmstead, ruled: 
“Is is poseitlie that the earthquake 
might be deemed in its application 
of force to the unsafe building ‘*o 
be a concurrent proximate cause. 
Legaliy. however, we betieve that 
it was merely a precipitating fac- 
ter or force in motivating the un- 
safe building to the point where it 
revealed its hidden defect and, as 
a result of such weakness or de- 
‘fect, the building cv!lapsed and 
proximately caused the death of 
Segismundo Mosteiro. It its our 
Opinion that the terms of the em- 
ployment of the deceased employee 
exposed him to the special risk in- 
cidental tq that employment, 
namely. that this unsafe building 
would collapse under earthquake 
conditions, thkt the’ building did 
collapse and in so doing Was the 
proximate cause of the injury to 
the deceased employee which 
caused his death.”

Southland’s Oldest White 
Man Passes Away After 
103 Years of Active Life 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH] 

SAN BERNARDINO, March 4. 
George I. Burton, who sald his 103 
years of life “slipped by mighty 
fast,” died last night at the Gen- 
eral Hospital. He was one of 
Southern California's oldest white 
men and until stricken with his 
fatal illness a week ago was re- 


markably active, chopping wood 
daily for exercise. 


December 10, 1822, Mr. Burton 
turned to the sea when 16 years 
of age. Before the mast on the his- 
toric “wind jammers,” he saliled 
the seven seas and wandered in 
many countries of the world, in- 
cluding Africa and Australia before 
he tired of his adventurous cal!- 


ng. 

In 1857. Mr. Burton left a 
schooner at San Pedro. where he 
lived a few months. Within a short 
time he moved to a squatty settle- 
ment called Los Angeles and then 
further inland to San Bernardino. 
In this city he was married and 
took up farm land, remaining In 
the San Bernardino Valley and 
mountains until his death. 

Mr. Burton loved the outdoor 
life and was famed among the 
pioneers as a huntsman and trap- 
per. He claimed to have heen one 
of the first white men into Big 
Bear Valley and there killed 
bear. 

In recent years, Mr. Rurten 
made his home with his daughter. 
Mrs. Enda Marks in terman 
Canyon in the foothilts north of 
the city. Proud of his strength. 
he frequently walked to San Ber- 
nardino to attend weekly meetings 
of the Pioneer Society and never 
failed to dance a jig—eveg when

It 
recites that while the general elec- 
tion in 1910 revealed a vote in the 
entire State of only 385,652, there 
were 1.281.599 ballots cast in the 
general election of 1924. It further 
points out that the total nfimber 
of votes cast in Los Angeles coun- 
ty alone in the last Presidential 
election exceeded by’ 71,823, the 
total number of votes cast in the 
entire State of California in 1910. 

Aside from its discussion of this 
resolution, the meeting, which was 
presided over by Dr. George F. Bo- 
vard, chairman of the reapportion- 
ment committee, devgted itself to 
a general discussion of ways and 
means to carry out its campaign 
to have the question of reappor- 
tionment for legislative purposes 
within the State submitted to a 
vote of the people at the next gen- 
eral election. 

It was brought out that some 
confusion exists in the minds of 
the members of the various sub- 
committees as to precisely what 
their functions are. To clarify this 
situation, it was resolved to call 
another meeting at some date in 
the near future, left to the discre- 
tion of Chairman Bovard, when 
each subcommittee will report as 
to the progress of its work, after 
which a definite program of pro- 
cedure from that time on will be 
adopted.
